SONGS OF OLD 
SWEETLY SUNG.

Melody of Early California 
Days Still Thrills. 
— 
Local Society Cherishes the 
Spanish Com positions. 


Review of First Few Months’ 
Work Last Night. 


An interested audience listened last 
night to a revival of the harmonious 
folk songs of Alta California of old— 
the songs that were familiar to the 
hearthside and the patio in the days 
of the unhurried life and the guitar, 
fifty and sixty years ago. 

Unity Church was well filled with 
persons who went to heara practical re- 
view of the first few months’ work of the 
Southwest Society of the Archeological 
Institute of America. The society's 
Initial endeavors in the local feld have 
been directed toward gathering and 
preserving, phonographically, the fast- 
disappearing Spanish folk songs of 
California, which were representative 
of the entire Spanish Southwest, and 
last night's entertainment consisted 
chiefly of the rendering of these ex- 
teremely musical and picturesque de- 
scriptive compositions in the original, 
by the descendants of the people among 
whom they originated. Selections on 
the phonograph were also given, to - 
luetrate the manner adopted by the 
society to preserve them. 

In the absence of the president, J. 8. 
Slauson. Gen. H. G. Otis, first vice- 
president, presided. The musicians 
were the Misses Rosa and Luiza Villa, 
Manuela and Mercedes Garcia. Mar- 
guerita Mears and Rosendo Uruchurto, 
Sefior Uruchurto, a native Mexican, 
attracted special attention by his 
beautiful rendering ot Golondrina,”’ 
and an American air, Cricket on 
the Hearth.” on a unique mus!- 
cal instrument of his invention. 
known as a rosendolin. The young 
man, although totally blind, is 
master of almost every musical in- 


strument known, and his rosendolin 
playing is peculiarly sympathetic. 

Charles FT. Lummis made opening re- 
marks. briefly outlining the purposes of 
the society. 

Referring to the subject of the even- 
ing, he said: 

“We are often led to wonder why the 
s of today are not so satisfying, 80 
filling as the songs we were familiar 
with as children. The reason is that 
the songs of today are made to sell-— 
they are not real. The early folk songs 
some primitive peoples were out- 
bursts of human emotion. Sixty years 
ago in California the songs that were 
sung by the ple as a matter of every 
day life were not made by carpenters— 
they originated by the fireside, because 
the people simply had to sing, or 
dust. 

Gen. Otis, in introducing the pro- 
gramme, characterized the work of the 
Southwest Society as important, useful 
and interesting. “The — of any 
section,” he said, “cannot be properly 
— 2 unless we begin at the begin- 
ning.” 

The programme in full was as -

“Ya Brilla en el Oriente; duet, “Le jos 
de Ella,” Manuela and Mercedes Gar- 
cia; chorus, “Nina que Vistus de Luto,“ 
duet, “Guadra esta Flor: phonograph 
record of Tigua Indian ceremanial song, 
with tombe; chorus. El Capotm; duet, 
“Pepa,”” Manuela and Mercedes Garcia; 
“Golondrina”’ and “Cricket on the 
Hearth,’ Sefior Uruchurto, on rosen- 
dolin; phonograph record, “La Mayor- 
dona, chorus, La Barquillera;" solo, 
La Vez Primera, Miss Maers; duet, 
“La Brisa.“ Luiza and Rosa Villa; 
chorus, Adios. Adios, Amores," duet, 

“La Hamara,”” Misses Garcia and Villa. 

So enthusiastic was the audience over 
the pathetically sweet rendering of “La 
Golondrina, by the blind musician on 
his primitive looking, but poignant one- 
stringed instrument, that he was com- 
pelled to repeat it at the end of the pro- 
gramme. The swinging rhythm and 
plaintive humor of El Capotin also 
called forth an tmperative encore. 
The phonograph record of the sacred 
Tigua Indian ceremonial rong is an 
especially valuable acquisition of the 
society, and created much interest. Mr. 
Lummis. explained that when he first 
knew the Ticua Pueblos in New Mexico 
it would have been impossible for any 
white man even to have heard the cere- 
monial in the original, much less to in- 
duce one of the aboriginal singers to 
chant it into the weirdly modern 
phonograph; yet, in a few years more, 
such ethnologically valuable bits will 
have passed away forever.

GAMBLERS GO 
ON WARPATH.

Cut- throat Game Threatened 
to Close All Joints. 
— 

Police Raid a Place, Others 
Run Wide Open. 
— 4k —— 


Black and Hoffman Rooms 
Going Full Blast. 


A crap game in the rear of Ellis 
Cohn'’s cigar store, No. 117 South 
Spring street, was raided yesterday 
afternoon by Capt. Auble and several 
patrolmen, and six persons arrested. 
The prisoners gave the names of J. 
Moore, A. Parker, H. Lewis, B. H. 
Sears, Sam Blake and Clyde Davis. 
Moore was charged with conducting the 
game, and $200 cash ball was demanded. 
The others were released on $50 bail 
each. They will be tried in the Police 
Court this afternoon. 

The raid was a simple matter, but ft 
has caused more of a stir among the 
sporting class than anything in a long 
time. Two weeks ago the same crap 
game was in operation, and in obedi- 
ence to orders from the police the place 
was closed. Thursday night it was re- 
opened. Those interested in the game 
asserted many times last night that 
they would not have reopened but for 
the fact that they were told the matter 
had been “fixed” with the authorities. 
On receiving this information, they say 
from a source which made them posi- 
tive it was correct, they again began 


When Capt. Auble appeared with his 
men there was a vigorous protest 
against the raid, but he refused to be 
led from his duty dy any pre- 
vious arrangement or agreement 
made or alleged to have deen 
made by others. He knew noth- 
ing of any “fixing.” and without 
hesitation he broke open a door and 
raided the place, seizing all the para- 
phernalia and taking it with his prison- 
ers to the Police Station. 

This raid may De the initial step In a 
general crusade against gambling, for it 
is a fact known to officials in the police 
department that the game broken up 
is one of the least important of several 
in operation in Los Angeles every day. 
There is a handsomely fitted gambling- 
room on the second floor of No. 119% 
West First street, in which “Col.” F. D. 
Biack is financially interested. This 


game was in operation last night, 
and has deen almost dally for 
many weeks. At d oclock last 


night there were nearly a dosen 
paiyers in the place. There were 
twe roulette wheels, a Nlondtke lay- 
out and a crap ga there. There is 
also a faro Iny-out, "bat that was not in 
use at the hour mentioned. Those 
there last night were playing craps and 


goulette. NO questions were 
thoge who tried to enter, alt ho 
to 
not all. 


There was a game in operation last 
night on the second floor of the Hoff- 
man Café, South Spring street, near 
the Hollenbeck Hotel. This game is 
conducted by Pelton & Lynch, wel- 
known gamblers. They have games of 
faro, craps, roulette and other gam- 
biing games. The fact that these games 
are in operation has been reported to 
the police. but no raids have been 
made, it being stated that it has not 
been possible to secure evidence suf- 
ficient to convict the players or owners. 
It is positively known that a number 
of well-known citizens patronize this 
resort. 

The notorious Ygnacio Bilderrain is 
said to be interested in another gam- 
bling outfit, but the location of it is not 
known generally, and as compared with 
the other two places mentioned his 
game is small potatoes. 

FAVORITISM, THBY SAY. 

“I am a gambler, and make my liv-. 
ing that way, but I like a square deal 
from everybody,” said a well-known 
dealer last night. There is some- 
thing wrong about the way they are 
doing things in thie town. I would 
like to see Los Angeles a wide-open 
town, but if it is not to be so, I do hot 
understand why the games owned by 
Black and those of Pelton 4 Lynch 
should be permitted to run while the 
others are raided every time they open. 
If they want all the games closed, all 
right, I can stand for that, but if they 
let some of them run almost wide open 
why do they draw the line on others? 
This matter has got to de settled. 
Somebody is Kur a rake-off, and we 
think we knoW who it is. If the crap 
game at No. 117 South Spring street is 
to remain closed, we propose to see 
that the others are closed also. I don't 
want them raided, but if they can do 
business I want the same privilege 
from the authorities.” 

This was the sentiment expressed by 
half a dosen known gamblers last 
night, and “down the line” where mem- 
bers of the sporting fraternity do con- 
gregate, there were open threats of a 
cut-throat war which will result either 
in the closing of all the games or in 
permitting some of the smaller ones to 
do business. Those in position to know 
asserted that the Black game at No. 
119% West First street is a “brace” 
game—that is, a game in which the 
dealer can make it impossible for the 
player to win. 

“This is the understanding that those 
fellows who are running have,” said 
one of the disgruntled dealers. “If a 
sucker loses his money and makes a 
— 4 * it is understood that his money 

— * paid back to him. If he con- 
tin to make a row he is to be ‘fixed’ 
with coin, if possible. If the newspa- 
pers get onto the games they are to 
be closed for a time. Pull or no pull, 
if the orders came from the Police Com- 
missioners of the Chief to close any 
game, that game would close. We 
know we cant take Chances with pub- 
Me sentiment and then violate the law. 
but we are not going to stand for any 
playing of favorites, even if one of the 
favorites is ‘Col.’ F. D. Black.”

The 
proposed issue of $250,000 for a library 
building and site, is not at all satis- 
factory to me. There is strenuous op-

ullding in Central Park; an opposi- 
tion apparently strong enough to re- 
move that site from consideration. 
The issue is not large 
enough to buy a suitabig site and erect 
2 building that would be a credit to the 
city. 

There are many strong objections tv 
the building of an addition to the City 
Hall. After ample consideration, it 
does not appear to me that the issu, 
as proposed, would give satisfaction 0 
the citizens, no matter how the money 
was expended. In addition, the sut- 
mission of the ibravy oon. 8, at this 
time, would, in my opinion, militate 
against the other bond issues, the sanc- 
tion of which at the polis is much more 
important to the city. When the city 
builds a library, it should be built for 
the future as well as the present, 
constructed in keeping with modern 
architectural ideas. 

It is my opinion that the sum pro 
posed would not provide a library 
building of the sige and character that 
the rapid growth and bright prospects 
of the city demand. I believe it would 
be very unwise to construct a build- 
ing now, which in a few years, 
would prove inadequate to the needs of 
the city. I do not believe that bonds 
should be voted at the present time to 
buy land adjacent to the City Jail, 
when the prospect of its utilization for 
jail purposes is somewhat remote. 
In conclusion, I wish to say. as I 
statéd before you, when you met as a 
committee of the whole, that to sub- 
mit bond issues at this time, except for 
absolute civic necessities, and glut the 
market with bonds would be breaking 
faith with the local bankers who came 
to our assistance in time of need. The

pages get the power of such a mas- 
terpiece as — * War and 
Peace” It is impossible. The great 
breadth of canvass upon which that 
rovelist has placed his work was 
necessary for its proper presentation. 
There was the artistic demand for the 
overwhelming effect of multitudinous 
masses of details. Without that the 
artistic effect could not have been at- 
tair.ed. Mere length may not be ar- 
tistic, but there is an artistic use of 
size that is very clearly perceived by 
the mind. even when it cannot define 
just in what the effect consists. Of 
course, in an anthology we have noth- 
ing of this. We have merely little se- 
lections. Thie might be fairly well 
when the subtie effects of a language 
are to be appreciated without transia- 
tion. Rut where the idiom is ex- 
changed for another very different, the 
delicate effect is lost; we have merely 
a bit of story or a fragment without 
much significinee. It is for reasons 
such as this that we hesitate to ap- 
prove any anthology whatsoever. 
But we have been more than ordi- 
narily interested in the ersays on the 
course of Russian literature in mod- 
times which Prof. Wierner has

seen fit to insert as extracts of his 
anthology. In this we have an excel- 


lent idea of how the Russians them- 
selves regard their literature. There is 
a good introductory sketch which is 
much sypplemented by these extracts 
of a al nature. The work as & 
whole has many merits, and we would 
not be understood as underrating the 
labor which has been expended upon 
this volume. The literature of Russia 
has always seemed to us to be of m- 
terest as an ex ion of the deeper 
eonsctousnests of the nation. There is 
ne other appropriate field for the ex- 
pression of politital thought, and man 
is after all a “political animal.” And 
the result naturally is that men are 
inclined toward anarchiem, and writ- 
ers extol the life of the man who has 
cut himself loose from society. Or 
there are great pictures of the na- 
tional policy presented in the power- 
ful works of the great Russian novel- 
ists. It is not hard to read between 
the lines; in fact, one is tempted t 
this constantly. But, of course, t 
not easy to do that here, where we 
have tuch brief fragments. One can- 
not see the force of the story, whe. 
the whole is lacking with the excep- 
tion of a few beautiful passages. . 
cannot weigh actions in the balance 
that an author has given us in his 
works. We cannot interpret the lit- 
erature as we should. And the con- 
sequence is that we cannot find our- 
selves having that interest in the

The present collection, issued under 
the title “Forty Gongs (for the High 
Voice) by Johannes Brahms,” is a just 
representation of the Brahms song lit- 

ture. Some of these numbers are 
difficult; none, not even those of simple 
structure, are easy; all make exacting 
demands upon the singer's intelligence, 
musicianship and emotional powers; 
and all contain beautiful music. Criti- 
cal authorities may differ about the 
rmanent qualities of Johannes 
rahm's symphonic music, but there is 
little dispute over his right to rank 
with Schubert, Schumann and * 
as a great master of the lyric art 

Brahms wrote two hundred songs less 
four for solo voice, and set the various 
verse of fifty-nine poets. He was rot 
always careful in his selection of this 
verse, tho his tastes in matters lit- 
erary seems to bave ben super to 
Techaikowsky'’s. He did not display the 
same predilection for Heine as Schu- 
mann and Robert Franz, possibly be- 
cause these two composers had chosen 
the best work of that poet. Imper- 
sonal] as is Brahms in absolute music, 
he is sometimes ven to the dole- 
fully sentimental in his poetry. At 
tunes he ig positively expansive in the 
real Teutonic style. He loves the oven 
air, the clouds, the ass, the lilacs. 
Ile is moved by a violet, and is youth- 
fayy fervid when under the baloony 
of his lyric ladylove twanging a gu- 
tar. The scholastic pessimism that in- 
trudes occasionally in his instrument- 
tal music is often interrupted in his 
so by bursts of humor, jesting, 
student gayety.

What are there in the wonder- 
ful song literature of y more 
fragrant with sweetness and I 2 
emotion than “That Night in ay” 
(Die Mainacht, Op. 48, No. 2) “To the 
Nightingale” (An die Nachtigall. Op. 
46, No. 4.) or the Cradle Song (Wie- 
geniied, Op. 49, No. 4.) Brahms was 
cullarly happy in his delineation of the 
naive moods hidden in the native folk 
songs. While he never quite reached 
the adorable simplicity of Haidebros- 
lein, his Mttle “Sandman” (Sandmann- 
chen) and other songs of this character 
are a close second to Schubert. He is 
also the interpreter of souls discour- 
aged. of the aspirations of those whom 
sorrow was crushed. - 

His treatment of the voice is unaf- 
fect though often buries the vocal 
part in his plano symphony—to use 
an old-fashioned term. The web end 
woof of plano and song are here in- 
extricably woven. Neither Schumann 
nor Franz has spun the pattern 80 
closely, and yet the vocal quality is 
never lost: one is never too conscious 
of the plano accompaniment. Brahms 
writes flexibly for the voice and seems 
to divine the hidden meaning of the 
poet. He employs, as it suits him, the 
thorough-composed and conventional 
song forms. Indeed, he uses the old- 
fashioned repetition verse, with tantal- 
laing frequency. But he often devel- 
ops harmonic surprises, as in the case 
of “My Queen” and “Faithful Love.” 
The entrance of the major mode in the 
latter song is like a triumphant flash 
of sunrise.

Mr. Pyle has written and illustrated 
this book con amore. The story gave 
abundance of opportunity for the en- 
ercise of his unrivaled powers of - 
lustration, and the text has shown us 
the artist in a new light. The story ts 
well compiled. but wholly unrewrit- 
ten so far as the language is con- 
cerned. The style is slightly archaic. 
In selecting the primitive form of ex- 
pression the author has done well, as 
it would have been unspeakably in- 
sipid to have told these romantic 
stories in the polished style of the 
present and anything leas perfect would 
have been an offense. But in adopting 
an archaic style the author has held 
himeelf under marked restraint. He 
has not tndulged in strange and un- 
couth forme. The story is one that a 
boy or girl would understand and en- 
joy and wholly obsolete words would 
be unintelligible to them. The arch- 
alem therefore has been confined for 
the most part to the rhythm and form 
of the sentence and the choice of older 
forms of the preterite. The fllustrations 
are also in a somewhat archaic style, 
quite in harmony with the text. One 
ia reminded of the wood cuts of the 
first century of printing. in the manner 
of execution. So that the Mlustrations, 
while the book does not pretend in 
any way to be a facsimile of the Incun- 
abulae, have enough of the style to 
harmonize well with the subject mat- 
ter. But of course there ts a vast deal 
more Skill and accuracy in the draw- 
ing. The style of Mr. Pple, with its lav- 
ish detail, with ite accuracy of arch- 
ecology. and its thoroughly artistic 
sense is everywhere in evidence. Of 
course, when we say accuracy of arch- 
ecology, we would not be understood 
as eeserting that any artist could or 
would give the arms and accouterments 
of the supposed times of King Arthur. 
The King and hie knights are placed 
in an age far later. They ate knight« 
of the Middle Ages. They have much 
about them that existed as where and 
never. But the pieture is complete.

e have not modern details thrust into 
the past.

In connection with the Htlustrations 
we would not omit mention of the em- 
bellishments of the text.

SIXTY JANE. Py John Luder Long. The 

Century Company, New York. 

We do not care for the binding and 
we certainly see little to commend in 
the typography of “Sixty Jane.” the 
latest work of John Luther Long. But 
if we take exception to the mechanics 
of “Sixty Jane” we have certainly no 
word of disparagement for the contents 
of the volume. John Lather Long de- 
servedly ranks among the leaders in 
the art of story telling. Indeed we are 
of the opinion that t ie no story 
teller in America whose work excels 
that of our author in brilliancy.

THE EVOLUTION OF THS JAPANESE.

Few as scholarly books as Mr. Gu- 
Hoek es have been published on oriental 
affairs. Mr. Guiick has lived for years 
among the people about whom he 
writes, and has evidently been an 
acute and thoughtful observer of their 
customs and character, and the results 
of his observations, which, set down, 
cover between four and five hundred 
closely printed pages, are full of in- 
terest. The book is a study of Jap- 
anese life and modes of t; and 
especially of the mental characteristics 
of the nation, which are treated in 
separate chapters, under such heads 
as “Sensitiveness to Environment,” 
“Heroes and Hero-Worship,” “Marital 
Love,” Cheerfulness, Industry, Truth- 
fulness, Suspiciousness,” “Ambition, 
Concelt,.” “Patriotism,” “Fickleness, 
Stolidity, Stoiciem,”" “Aesthetic Char- 
acteristics,” Memory. Imitation,” 
“Moral Ideas,” “Moral Practice.” One 
chapter is also devoted to Japanese 
history.

Many forms of segregation 
may be specified, under each of which 
on a different prin- 
ciple. brief, it may be said that 
biological segregation prevents the 
swamping of incipient organic diver- 
gences by preventing the intermarriage 
of those possessing such divergences, 
while social segregation prevents the

lent psychic characteristics by pre- 
venting the “*interassociation of those 
having such tendencies. 

“Biologically segregated groups un- 
dergo divergent biological evolution 
through segregated marriage, producing 
distinct physiological unities or racial 
types. These racial types are now rel- 
atively fixed and can be appreciably 
modified only by the intermarriage of 
different races. 


“Socially segregated groups undergo 
divergent social evolution the 
segregated social intercourse of the 


members of each group, producing dis- 
tinct civilizational and peychic unities. 
The differences between these social or 
psychic groups are relatively plastic 
and are the subject of constant va- 
riation. The modification of socia) 
and psychic characteristics of a group 
takes place through a change in the 
physical or social environment of the 
group, or through the rise of strong 
personalities within the group. 
thus be unt bio ly only by 
intermarriage, while socially distinct 
groups may ve unified socially and 
physically without intermarriage, but 
association.

“The psychic ts of the offepring 
of interracial marriages may de 
largely due to the defective soctal he- 
redity transmitted by the parents, 
rather than to be mixed intrinsic in- 
heritance. 

The term ‘race soul’ te a convenient, 
though delusive because high 
tive, expression for the peychic unity 
of a social group. The unity is due en- 
tirely to the more or leas complete pos- 
session, by the Individual members of 
the up, of common ideas, methods 
of thought, emotions, volitions. cus- 
toms, institutions, arts and beliefs. 

“Each individual is molded psychic- 
ally to the type of the social group in 
which he is reared. The ‘race soul’ is 
thus imposed on the individual by con- 


scious and un education. 
“The psychic evolution of social 
groups ts dive t so long as isolation 


is fairly complete. but becomes con- 
vergent in proportion to association, 
Perfect association produces complete 
psychic unity, though it should be 
noted that perfect association of geo- 
graphically separated social groups is 
practically unattainable.” 

The essential elements consituting 
national unity are peychic and social, 
not biological. Racial unity is biolog- 
ical. The same race may accordingly 
separate into different social and psy- 
chic groups. And members of different 
races may belong to the same 

and psychic group. 

“The so-called ‘race-soul’ of many 
sociologists is, therefore, a fiction and 
indicates mental confusion. The term 
refers not to the racial unity of inher- 
ent psychic nature, but only to. the 
social unity of socially inherited psy- 
chic characteristica. Groups thus 80 
clally unified may or may not be 
racially homeogeneous. In point of 


completely unified ps ychically. 

“In sociology. as in biology, function 
produces organism, that is to say, ac- 
tivity produces the organ or faculty 
fitted to perform the activity. The 
paychic characteristics differentiating 
social groups are chiefly, and, per- 
haps exclusively, due to diverse social 
activities. These activities are deter- 
mined by innumerable causes, geo- 
graphical, climatic, economic, politi- 
cal, or emotional and per- 
sonal. 

“The plasticity of a psychic group is 
due to the plasticity of the infant 
mind and brain, which is wonderfully 
cépable of acquiring the language, 
thought forma, and different character- 
istics of any group in which it. may 
be reared. To what extent this plas- 
tieity extends only carefully con- 
ducted experiments can show. In the 
higher Asiatic and European races 
we find it to be much greater than ts 
generally supposed to be the case, 
but it is not improbable that the low- 
= races possess it in a much lower 


re. 

“The relative fixity of a psychic 
group is due to the fact that in fun- 
grown adults, who form the majority 
of every group, function has produced 
structure.”

“Isolation and separation have passed 
from this world forever.

The 
advantages slowly gained by advanced 
peoples speedily accrue through social 
heredity to any backward race really 


desiring to enter the social heritage.” 


There is much in this which 4differ-

If there is any truth in the rumor 
that the brewing interests of Los An-

agitation by the Anti-Saloon league 
looking to the submission of a “no-li- 
cense” question to the voters of this 
city. 

Without arguing for or against such 
& movement it may be said there is 
@ pronounced prohibition sentiment in 
Los Angeles and no better way could 
be found to unify the anti-saloon 
forces than to attempt to increase the 
saloons beyond the 200 limit. Even 
those who do not favor prohibition 
are unalterably opposed to enlarging 
the list or widening the liquor-zone 
now established. 

So long as the liquor dealers are 
content to let present conditions 
stand, it is possible their traffic will 
be ‘tolerated, but just as soon as they 
seek to swell the number of saloons 
and take them beyond the fixed terri- 
torial limits, a crusade will be started 
that will either sweep the saloons out 
of existence or result in materially 
reducing the total number and great- 
ly increasing the monthly license fee. 

This is not an exaggerated picture 
of the conditions in Los Angeles, but 
a fair statement of the existing situa- 
tion with regard to the liquor traffic. 
The householders of this city are 
aware that a majority of the saloon 
licenses are owned and controlled by 
the breweries and that the men in 

mames they stand are merely 
dummies, hence they know where to 
place the responsibility for any at- 
tempted liquor legislation. Without 
discussing the advisability or practic- 
ability of total prohibition, The Ex- 
press believes in the city regulating 


a firm hand, restricting the limits in 
which the business may be conduct- 
ed and confining it to the business 
sections. It is absurd for the brew- 
eries to claim that 200 saloons are 
inadequate, and as to the monthly li- 
cense being excessive, that is an 
equally ridiculous statement. 

So Jong as the status quo is main- 
tainedathere is no disposition to work 
a hardship or confiscate the property 
of the saloon men, but as against any 
attempt to break through the barriers 
and extend the traffic to the residence 
districts, The Express would not hes- 
itate to advocate total prohibition, 
and it is believed two-thirds of the 
voting population of Los Angeles 
would support that position. 


RUSSIAN BEAR IS GRUMPY 

From the tone of Russian news- 

there is evidence of strong 
feeling in that country against the 
United States on account of the ap- 
parent attitude of the American peo- 
ple and press in leaning toward the 
side of Japan in the contest for su- 
premacy in the Far East. 

In replying to the Russian indict- 
ment of ingratitude it will be neces- 
sary to take advantage of the legal 
practice of offsetting. It is true the 
United States is under obligations to 
Russia for the stand that nation took 
during the American civil war, with- 
out questioning the motive. It also 
is true that this country still retains 
an admiration for the czar for his 
initiative in connection with The 
Hague peace tribunal.

There can be no real fraternity be- 
tween autocracy and democracy. 
Americans may be misinformed, but 
they have read a great deal about the 
horrors of Siberian exile, massacre 
of Jews, etc., which is not to their 
liking. All this may have been col- 
ored, still the pen picture of condi- 
tions in the czars empire as given 
by the highest literary authorities of 
that country has not effaced the unfa- 
vorable impression.

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ARBITRATION IDEA GROWING 


While the rupture between Russia 
and Japan has caused, military activ- 
ity on the part of all the powers in 
preparing for emergencies there is 
a noteworthy tendency noticeable in 
international circles which shows a 
strong desire to lessen the possibility 
of such misundertandings in the fu- 
ture. 1 
This is evident in the recent re- 
vival of projects for arbitration 
treaties. Great Britain has entered 
into agreements for settling disputes 
with Italy and France and the latter 
country has made similar arrange- 
ments with Italy and Spain. Negotia- 
tions also are under way between the 
French republic and the United States 
for the adjustment of differences 
through the civilized method of ap- 
peals to a tribunal rather than by 
force of arms. 

Ufdoubtedly the Russian - Japan 
conflict will present a great object 
lesson to the world in furtherance of 
the comparatively new idea of arbi- 
tration. Universal peace has been the 
dream of many but the selfishness of, 
nations has stood in the way. Pos- 
sibly the blood shed in Manchuria 
and Korea, will be the final argument 
which is needed to convince the 
world of the futility and wickedness 
of war. It is evident that one of the 
belligerents in the pending conflict 
must be thoroughly whipped before 
the affair can be ended. The horror 
of this catastrophe may be necessary 
to cool the fighting blood of the na- 
tions and hasten the day for disarm- 
ament and arbitration. 


It is encouraging to note the cheer- 
ful spirit in which the members of the 
Automobile club of Southern California 
agree to observe the city ordinances 
affecting their vehicles.

CHICAGO, Feb. 26.— [Special Cor- 
respdndence of The Express. Zero 
weather has continued unabated for 
the last ten days.

Poet Triggs to Soar Elsewhere 


Unjversity of Chicago circles have 
received the announcement that Pro- 
fessor Oscar Lovell Triggs is to sever 
his connection with the school July 1. 
It is believed that Professor Trigg’s 
radical views on the social and eco- 
nomic problems of the day, which he 
has freely expressed in public have 
brought him disfavor.
